The 
tendency is strong to separate on 
racical and geographical lines, Con- 
federation found the racial problem 
already made. It was hard for 
British and French with different 
traditions, different languages, dif- 
ferent systems of laws, different 
ideals, to w rk together for the com- 
man good and grow to feel them- 
selves parts of one Canadian nation, 
Since 1867 the problem has become 
greater. Our immigration of the last 
twenty or thirty years has brought 
among us people of many races from 
various countries, What are we to 
do with these people who form a large 
part of our population? Are we to 


stand aloof, hoping that as time 
passes they will become altogether 
like ourselves. Even if this would 
happen, we would lose the contribution 
which all these people can make to 
our common Canadian civilization. 
We cannot, hope to reproduce in Can- 
ada all the characteristics of the 
country of origin of any one of our 
races and these alone. What we must 
hope to do is to build up in this Can- 
ada of ours a new nation, with the 
best qualities of all the races from 
which we have sprung. 

The great message of Dominion 
Day for many of us may be gathered 
from the exmple which the Fathers 
of Cenfederation have given us. Faced 
with the problem of uniting alien peo- 
ples, divided by long distances, into

“I trust the Great Spirit will put in- 
to their breasts to be good people— 
into the minds of men and women 
and children, and their future gener- 
ations.”

The phenomenal growth in the number of motor driven vehicles on the 
highways of this continent constitutes one of the most amazing developments 
of nfodern times. The motor car has, in fact, completely revolutionized 
modes of living in the space of a very few years, and, equally so, has usher- 
ed in an entirely new era in the history of transportation, 

It is not necessary to even enumerate the many changes which the gen- 
eral use of the motor car has brought about, These changes are patent to 
everyone, The result has been, of course, to likewise create entirely 
new problems which did not confront, and were never dreamed of, by the 
people of a couple of generations ago, 

The motor car has forced governments and municipalities to completely 
re-organize plans and the work of road building because what was regarded 
as an excellent road for horse drawn buggies and wagons is quite obsolete
